Germany — Flanked by the Ambassadors from Italy and Turkey, the Chancellor 
waved a sheet of paper above his head last night and said, "Peace in our time!" 
After a whispered consultation with his colleages he went on to say that these 
two great and honorable countries had decided to throw their weight behind the 
cause of right. Soon war in Europe will be ended and the French restored to 
their usual state of peaceful content instead of this fevered condition in which 
we now see them.

Rumania — The Supreme Commander was pleased with the success of his surprise 
attack on the French army in Rumania, He felt that the key to victory against 
the three enemies would be t» keep all three off balance by attacking in odd . 
fashion towards unexpected military targets. His pleasure was dimmed, however, 
by the letter he held in Ibis hands from the President. In the letter, the Presi- 
dent had ordered him to leave Rumania in search of a new center. The President, 
thought the Supreme Commander, was trying to run the war! He, the greatest 
General in Turkish history could not allow himself to be told what to do by a 
stupid bureaucrat!
